NEW DEI.HI, Sep t. 17 
— The 
p rincely state of H yderabad yielded 
to India today, and the hereditary 
Nizam ordered his p eop le to adjust 
them selves to a “new m ode” of dem ­ 
ocratic life. 
Tlie sta te ’s Moslem ruler, rep ort­ 
edly the richest m an in the world, 
ordered a cease-fir« effective a t 5 
p . m. (6:30 a. m. E astern S tandard 
'Time), afte r 109 hours of fighting. 
Indian troop s, p ressing in from all 
sides, had ap p roached to w ithin less 
tha n 50 miles from his cap ital. 
He was the last of 562 p rinces to 
give in to H indu Ind ia or Moslem 
Pak istan, the tw’o dom inions created 
by the p artitioning of old B ritish 
India a year ago. 
G overnm ent Resigns 
T he 62-year-old Nizam, Gen. Sir 
M ir Osam All K han, accep ted the 
resignation of his governm ent and 
agreed to the dem ands p ut forw ard 
by New Delhi when Indian troop s

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Howard County's Trial 
With The Voting Machine 


It Is not surprising to find the M ary land Legis­ 
lative Council endorsing the use of voting machines 
and proposing tha t legislation be introduced at the 
next session of the General As.sembly to mak e them 
m andatory throughout the state. 
The proposal comes almost two y ears after the 
Allegany county delegation to the General Assembly 
passed two measures—one authorizing the purchase of 
voting m achines by the County Commissioners, and 
an enabling act providing for the financing of them 
over a period of 20 y ears, if necessary . 
Had the 
provisions of tha t legLslatlon been carried out Alle­ 
gany countians would vote by machines in the coming 
election. But tha t right has been denied them by a 
move, inspired by Commissioner Wilk inson, which 
block ed the economic and progressive step through the 
securing of sufficient names—2,327—to a petition to 
require the Issue being subm itted to the voters by 
referendum on the ballot to be voted this November. 
Almost on the eve of this, it is Interesting to note 
tha t it w’as pointed out during the Legislative Coun­ 
cil’s meeting tha t Howard county , which installed 
voting machines last spring, has discovered tha t they 
have proved to be efficient and economic. T hat sup- 
porU the experience of officials of every county where 
voting machine.s have replaced the paper ballot method 
of conducting elections. 
Yet, the one member of the Allegany county dele­ 
gation who voted against the legislation to provide 
m achines for this county continues to oppose their 
installation. John T. Fey , who was recently nam ed 
U» the post of attorney to the board of county com­ 
missioners, replacing Lewis Wilson, resigned, and w^io 
apparently reflects the think ing of Commissioner 
W’ilk inson, say s he ^hink s voting m achines are “un­ 
necessary ” in a county the size of Allegany . He added 
tha t he felt the expense of installing and m aintaining 
the machines outweighs any benefits they m ight bring 
about. 
* 
Mr. Fey tak es this position in the face of the 
experiences of Howard county which indicate tha t the 
voting m achines have not only been successful and 
more economical, but tha t the county would save 
enough in five elections to cover the cost of the 
machines. T hat reflects the opinion shared by elec­ 
tion officials and leaders of both the Republican and 
Ek mocratic parties, all of whom have advocated the 
introduction of voting machines in this county . 
Still, Mr. Fey tak es the view tha t m achines 
are “unnecessary ” in a county the size of Allegany 
when it is an ack nowledged fact tha t the larger the 
county the more * im portant it is tha t m achines be 
resorted to. Allegany county is about twice the size 
of Howard county in square miles—425.16 to 252.88— 
and the population of Allegany county is more than 
five times tha t of Howard—« 6,9 73 to 17,175—according 
to the 19 40 census. 
How Mr. Fey , and in all probability , Mr. W ilk in­ 
son, will be able to reconcile their views with those 
facts is difficult to understand. 
But, whatever their 
views, it is considered a certainty tha t the voters of 
Allegany county are fully convinced of the valuable 
advantages voting’machines hold and, tak ing Howard 
county ’s experience and conclusions as a guide, will 
approve the installation of them in Allegany county . 
Mr. Fey ’s and, perhaps Commissioner W ilk inson’s, 
views to the contrary notw ithstanding. It is dis­ 
heartening to find tha t they are so far out of step 
with the think ing of more progressive citizens and 
members of the Legislative Council of Mary land.

Harry Trum an’s “five hundred campaign talk s,” 
If equitably distributed across the map, will carry him 
nearly three times into the 188 districts which sent 
Democrats to the Eightieth Congress. 
In attack ing 
the Taft-H artley Act, he will be attack ing (although 
he will not say so) most of those Democrats, who are 
on record as joining with the Republicans in voting 
for the act. 
He will also be rendering such accounting as he 
m ay to 50,000,000 Income taxpay ers, whose burdens 
a Republican Ck >ngress, again assisted by Democratic 
legislators, has m aterially lightened, and this in the 
face of his own incredible vetoes. 
Furtherm ore, the President Ls confronted by the 
rltuation Inaugurated by Mr. Roosevelt a t Teheran 
and Yalta and confirmed by himself a t Potsdam, 
which W. C. Bullitt, Frank lin D. Roosevelt’s ambassador 
to Russia, has appraised in magazine articles entitled 
“How We Won the W ar and Lost the Peace.” 
O utstanding in tha t situation is the fact that, 
under Adm inistration orders, the American armies 
attack ed Germany through Normandy instead of the 
Balk ans, m ark ed time when victorious, let the slow- 
movmg Russians occupy Berlin, and then failed to 
insist on a highway of their own between Berlin and 
the west. 
The small American garrison, cooped up now in 
the German capital and forced to resort to the air in 
order to provision itself and the German people, is a 
bitter object lesson on Roosevelt-plus-’Truman dip­ 
lomacy , which m ust be present alway s in the minds 
of voters w'ho listen to the President. 
May be its a mercy tha t the campaigning Trum an 
Is not quite qualified to size up w hat he seems to be 
in for.

Q fever Is one of our newer vi.sita- 
tions and, although the disease was 
thought originally to exist only in 
Australia, it is now k nown to be 
? prevalent through­ 
out the world. The 
malady made iU 
debut in 19 37 when 
a mild, influenza- 
lik e disorder brok e 
out among slaugh­ 
terhouse 
work ers 
in Q ue e n s la n d . 
Careful s t ud i e s 
showed that a new 
ty pe of rick ettsial 
Or. Van Dcllcii m ic roorga n is m 
was rc.sponsible. Apparently it was 
being transm itted to man through 
the bite of an infected tick . 
While the Australian phy sicians 
were doing their work , a group of 
American scientists isolated a previ­ 
ously undescribed rick ettsia in Mon­ 
tana wood tick s. They did not k now 
whether the germ wa.s capable of 
producing disease in m an but when 
they got together with their col­ 
leagues on the other side of the 
Pacific they found that the organ­ 
ism was the same as the Australian 
troublemak er. 


The ailment was not heard of 
again until 19 40, when an outbreak 
of 16 ra.ses occurred among lalK>ra- 
tory work ers in our National In.stl- 
tute of Health. The victim had been 
work ing with these organi.sms, be- 
Uving that some light might be 
shed on a perplexing ty pe of pneu­ 
monia that was coming into promi­ 
nence at tha t time. This was logical 
inasmuch 
as 
pneumonia 
w’as 
a 
prominent feature of Q fever but 
it was discovered ultimately tha t 
there was no relationship between 
the two and that a ty pical pneu­ 
monia, which was becoming more 
prevalent, was probably of virus 
origin. 
In 19 43 and 19 45, Q fever brok e 
out in the M editerranean theater of 
war and it was soon learned that it 
was common in the civilian popula­ 
tion in areas of Greece, Italy , and 
Corsica but the cause had never 
been recognized imtil our phy sicians 
came to those countries. The scene 
then shifted back to America where 
Q fey er had been noted only among 
laboratory w'ork ers and, in isolated 
instances, in the Rock y m ountain 
states. 
It was thought otherwise 
to be non-existent when suddenly 
in March of 19 46 there occurred 
in Amarillo, Texas, among m eat 
pack ers and stock y ard W’ork ers, an 
explosive outbreak of 
an 
illness 
identified as Q fever. In August of 
the same y ear, a second epidemic 
took place in a Chicago pack ing 
plant and, during the spring and 
summer of 19 47, more tlian 100 ca.ses 
developed in the Los Angeles area. 


The disease resembles Influenza 
except tha t it is accemipanied by 
pneumonia. The victim is strick en 
suddenly with headache, fever, a 
sense of chilliness, and generalized 
muscular aching. 
A slight cough 
is present but otherwise there are 
no other sy mptoms referable to the 
lungs. The m ajority do not sneeze 
nor are they bothered with sore 
throat or nasal obstruction. X -ray 
will disclose tha t pneumonia exists 
but the phy sician, when listening 
with a .stethascope, is unable to hear 
any abnormalities in the chest for 
the first few day s. As a rule, the 
tem perature continues In excess of 
102 degrees F. for from 5 to 14 
day s. After that, it begins to fall 
and in due time, headache, weak ­ 
ness, and cough suteide. 
Recovery is usually complete and 
to date there have been only 3 fa­ 
talities among the several hundred 
cases 
reported 
throughout 
the 
world. The sulfonamides and won­ 
der drugs are ineffective. 
Para- 
aminobenzoic acid and Chloromy ­ 
cetin are beneficial in other rick et­ 
tsial infections but their value in Q 
fever has not been e.stablished. 


INHERITANCE OF DISEASE 
C. B. writes: Are cancer and 
tuberculosis hereditary ? 
Reply 
Heredity play s a role in cancer 
but it is questionable in tubercu­ 
losis. A person may inherit a weak 
constitution; thus he may be more 
susceptible to the causative germ. 
On the other hand, tuberculasis oc­ 
curs in families because of its con­ 
tagious nature. It is passed on by 
infected parents to the children 
through personal contact.

M. J. M. writes; Is acute calcifica­ 
tion the same as bursitis? 
Reply 
Not necessarily as calcification 
does not develop in every one who 
has bursitis. On the other hand, 
the tw'o condition.! usually coexist 
in those who hav.. had trouble in 
the shoulder for m any y ears. The 
deposits of calcium represent part 
of the healing process.

J. K. writes. Is a fish hook gall 
bladder dangerous? 
Reply 
No. provided it functions proper­ 
ly . This description refers to the 
shape of the organ which has been 
distorted by an adhesion.

MLss T. R. writes: Can freck les 
be removed by sk in grafting? 
Reply 
Yes, but the procedure would not 
only be silly and risk y but most 
impractical. Grafted sk in is not lik e 
the original but it is a wonderful 
substitute if the epidermis is marred 
by scars and severe lesions. 
Not "Catching” 
K. S. writes: Are varicose ulcers 
contagious? 
No, because the m ajority are me­ 
chanical in origin, due to a slug­ 
gish flpw of blood thru a varicosed 
vein. In m any instances these les- 
ion.s begin after an injury , when in­ 
fection is super-imposed on the 
original condition.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17 — Tlie 
woebegone, bedraggled Democratic 
National Committee finally came to 
life last week , after limping perilous­ 
ly near the verge of bank ruptcy . 
Some of the committee’s opera­ 
tions have been so amateurish, they 
are unbelievable. In New’ York the 
committee has been pay ing for 50 
rooms at the Biltmore Hotel—and 
k eeping them empty . Desk s and 
stenographers sit in the rooms—but 
tha t’s all. 


Meanwhile, y oung ladies have 
been given the job of raising 
money 
from 
top 
Democrats. 
Instead 
of 
having 
im portant 
leaders call on the big givers, 
y oung ladies who never met the 
big boy s before have made the 
calls and come away almost 
empty -handed. 
A y oung lady 
was even sent to call on million­ 
aire John J. Rask ob, former 
Democratic Chairman and for­ 
m er head of General Motors. 


Chairm an Howard M cGrath, a 
good Senator but apparently not an 
executive, has let his Committee 
drift—hopeless, rudderless, pathetic. 
Trum an Acquires Pathos 
Last week , however, a money - 
raising campaign wa.s launched a t 
the White House. Mr. Trum an in­ 
vited about 30 top Democrats for 
tea, from California's Ed Pauley to 
New’ York ’s Morris Ernst. After the 
tea, he got up on a chair and made 
a little speech. 


"I am appealing to y ou for 
help,” he said, “help to carry 
my message to the American 
people. We just haven’t got the 
money to buy radio time. In 
Detroit on Labor Day , we had to 
cut out one of the most im ­ 
portant parts of my speech !>e- 
cause we didn’t have the money 
to stay on the air.” 


Mr. Trum an look ed pathetic and 
alone. He look ed so api>ealing that 
those present forgot how’ many of 
them had opposed his renomination, 
how many had predicted that no 
money could be raLsed if he were 
nominated. They even forgot T ru­ 
m an’s dog-in-tiie-m angcr attitude 
at Philadelphia. 
However, a .special finance com­ 
m ittee met, including St. Paul’s 
Robert Butler, Ambassador to Cuba; 
Cleveland’s 
Joe 
Keenan, 
W ar 
Crimes Prosecutor in Japan: West 
Virginia’s Louis Johnson, former 
Assistant Secretar>’ of W ar; Cali­ 
fornia’s George Killion, president of 
the American President Lines; Ed 
Pauley , and Bill Pawley , Ambassa­ 
dor to Brazil. 


Before they finished, and after 
.some long-distance telephoning, 
they had pledged half a million 
dollars. One man alone pledged 
$100,000. 


Louis Johnson was their appoint­ 
ed finance chairm an—and promptly 
started 
housecleaning 
Democratic 
hangers-on who owed their jobs to 
once-im portant relatives. 
$5 Instead of $5,000 
To William Prim, son-in-law of 
North Carolina’s late Senator Bailey , 
Johnson gave a tough bawling-out. 


"You can cooperate with us 
and get some real work done,” 
stormed the ex-Assistant W ar 
Seeretarj’, "or y ou can get out.’* 


Ambassador Pauley amazed his 
colleagues uy telling how' he had 
walk ed into Demcoratic Headquar­ 
ters and told one of the lady money - 
raisers: 
"I want to give five. Will y ou 
please write out a check for me? 


“Naturally , 
I 
m eant 
five 
grand,” explained Pawley later. 
"So imagine my surprise when 
the y oung lady writes out a 
check for $5. No more, no less.” 


This caused Johnson to jum p 
d''wn the throat of another chair- 
warmer, 
Asa 
Caraway , 
son 
of 
Ark ansas’ ex-Senator Hattie Car- 
awy . 
"This k ind of thing has got to 
stop,” he told Caraway , who was 
considered responsible for the lady 


money -raisers. “Either it’s going to 
stop—or y ou get out.” 
Johnson also proceeded to raise 
the Democratic money -raising goal 
from the $1.500,000 which had been 
fixed by M cGrath to $2,500,000. 


Black Eagle Captures 
Gen. Vaughan 


One thing that discourages Demo­ 
cratic campaign-planners is that 
for every $10,000 they raise for

Vaughn has become a buddy of 
the famous Negro Aviator, “Coloner’ 
Hubert Pauntleroy Julian, who de­ 
scribes himself as the "Black Eagle” 
and who, during the Ethiopian War. 
was Emperor Haile Selassie’s one- 
m an air corps. 
Apparently 
try ing to 
win 
the 
Negro vote Vaughn sent “Colonel” 
Julian to Europe to inspect Negro 
troops—partly at the Government’s 
exjX'iisc'. 
Arriving in Europe w'ith an ad­ 
vance buildup by General Vaughn, 
Julian was given the VIP treat­ 


m ent (Very Im portant Persons). He 
toured the entire American zone 
of Germany as the guest of the 
Army , was given a m ilitar\’ aide, 
and spent an hour with General 
Clay —one of the busiest men in the 
world. 


But the Army brass hats were 
in for a rude shock . They found 
that “Colonel” Julian had in­ 
terests other than the treatm ent 
of Negro troops. He was also 
using the prestige given him by 
the White House Military .4ide 
to promote a cigarette deal. 


In fact, Julian told the Army 
that he and his back ers were willing 
to do Uncle Sam a great favor— 
namely , 
replace 
all 
the 
Army ’s 
over-age cigarettes (valued at $11.- 
000,000) at the rate of one fresh 
carton for every two stale cartons. 


The deal would have netted 
Julian and friends about $5,- 
000,000. 
When 
General 
Clay 
heard about it, the Black Eaglo 
was soon eagling his way back 
to the US.V—shorn of his VIP 
treatm ent.

Chaos Rather Than Arms Is 


Chief Weapon O f The Russians

About the outcome of Berlin, as 
a detached incident, no person in 
Washington, however thoroughly In- 
foinuHl, can have any Judgment 
b(‘tter than his per.sonai guess. The 
answer 
lie.s 
in 
w ha t 
Winston 
Churchill once alluded to as the 
my sterious and enigmatic minds of 
the Russian heads in Moscow. About 
the whole broad policy and attitude 
of Russia, of which Berlin Ls the 
presently critical example, there is 
a belief held by many which may 
be stated thus: 
Russia will prefer not to initiate 
war with us, not to pull the trigger. 
And Russia w'ill prefer to stop short 
of inciting us to pull the trigger, in 
Berlin or elsewhere. The broad and 
perm anent purpose of the Russian 
heads is to destroy throughout the 
world the sy stem of free enterprise 
and privately -ow’ned industry which 
it invidiously calls capitalism, to the 
end that this may be supplanted by 
Communism. To the Russian heads 
is attributed an expectation that 
this can be accomplished without 
mak ing war. To k eep us anxious 
about war, to oblige us to k eep pre­ 
pared for war, can serve the Russian 
purpose as well as war itself. The 
immense expenditures we are thus 
obliged to mak e, together with other 
expenditures for help to European 
peoples, which we are obliged to 
k eep up so long as peace is not as­ 
sured—these expenditures, the Rus­ 
sian heads hope, may with other 
conditions bring about violent in­ 
flation and economic paraly sis. This 
would lead to chaos, and it is chaas, 
rather than war, that the Rassian 
heads rely on and prefer. 


Chaos Is Russian WeaiMin 
Chaos rather than arms is the 
chief 
Russian 
a n d 
Communist 
weapon. To continue the chaos that 
followed the war in Euroix?, and to 
create new chaos elsewhere, is their 
technique. Our realization of this 
was long delay ed. For two y ears 
follow’ing the end of the w'ar, we 
tvent on the assumption that Russia 
would cooperate with us toward 
bringing about the economic restor­ 
ation of Europe as a means toward 
peace and a unified world. Realiza­ 
tion that this was not .so was m ark ­ 
ed by the statem ent of Secretary 
of State Marshall in the spring of 
19 47, following failure of attem pt 
at agreement and cooperation with 
Russia: "I was forced to the con­ 
clusion . . . that the Soviet govern­ 
m ent either did not desire sucli a 


pact or was following a course cal­ 
culated 
to delay 
any immediate 
prospect of its adoption.’’ 
The worldwide .scope of the 
Rus­ 
sian drive for cha o s was brouglit to 
attention this 
week 
by startling 
statem ents of British Foreign Secre­ 
tary Bevin and Anthony Eden in 
the House of Commons, about the 
Communist drive in Southeast Asia, 
specifically Burma and Malay a. The 
fact is tliat tile whole of Ea.stern 
A.sia, excepting Japan and the Phil­ 
ippines, is under stress and turmoil 
caused by Communism. The British 
official statem ent made the point 
that the purpose of Communist 
chaos in Southeast Asia is not 
merely local: it is for the effect on 
the capitalist sy stem every where in 
the world which can be accomplish­ 
ed by interruption of the export of 
raw’ m aterials which Southeast Asia 
produces. 


Red Drive Being Cheek ed 


In one extremely im portant quar­ 
ter of the w'orld. W estern Europe, 
the 
Russian drive 
for economic 
chaos is being check ed, by our aid. 
After w'e realized that the Ru.ssiaii 
purpose in Western Europe was ec­ 
onomic chaos, we set up the M ar­ 
shall plan, later k nown as the Euro­ 
pean Recovery Program, to enable 
the W estern European countries to 
achieve economic recovery . In the 
debates about this in Congress, it 
wa.s agreed upon and emphasized 
tha t the economic recovery 
if it 
wa.s to be a dependable check to 
Communism, must be a recovery « 1 
private industry . To this end the 
directors of our ERP’ operations 
have brought it about that most of 
the recovery we have facilitated is 
in the form of transactions between 
privately -owned 
business 
institu­ 
tions in the European countries and 
privately -owned American iiistim- 
tions. We have discouraged puiclias- 
es of American goods by European 
governments as governments and on 
the other hand have encouraged 
purchases by private business in 
Europe from private business in 
America. Our ERP expenditures in 
Europe are more and more being 
used for the fostering of privately - 
owned industry . 
To the extent that 
t hi s 
is success­ 
ful, and that tlie peoples of W estern 
Europe become economically healthy 
under it, the Ru.ssian drive toward 
economic chaos 
as a 
mean.s of 
bringing Communism, is frustrated.' 


Congress Has Right To Ask 


About Political Affiliations

WASHINGTON. Sept. 17—Some 
rather farfetched interpretations of 
constitutional rights are being ex­ 
pressed 
by 
witnesses 
before 
the 
House Committee on \in-Am erican 
Activities and some individuals will 
in the end undoubtedly be given 
citations for contempt and jail sen­ 
tences. 
It is amazing to find so many 
well-educated Americans declaring 
their opinion that it 
Ls a viol.atlon 
of the Constitution when a com­ 
mittee of Congre.ss ask s what a 
m an’s political bidlefs happen to be. 
Congre.ss has been upheld again 
and again by the Supreme Court of 
the United States in its powers of 
Inquiry , so it Ls accurate to say 
that committee powers of inquiry 
are as much a part of constitutional 
law’ as any other pow'ers construed 
heretofore by the courts. 


Necessa ry Tha t U o iifress Kno ws 
If Congre.s.s could not find out the 
political Ix'liets of indivlduuls, it 
could not provide for the enfiirce- 
inent of a do7« *n laws that are on 
the stJitute book s. Congre.-s, 
by law*, 
not only can a.sk about polltiial 
afflliation.s in a committee hearing, 
but It cun require individuals to 
state what expenditures they have 
made for any political cause. Many 
citizens do not k now that the law* 
of the land requires the filing by 
an iiulivhiual with the clerk of the 
House of Hepn*sentallv« ‘.s of a .state­ 
ment of any expenditure.s over $50 
made by him in behalf of any can­ 
didates for federal office. It may 
be a bothersome law but it is con­ 
stitutional. because the right 
of 
Congre.ss to mak e rule.s and regu­ 
lations to prevent fraudulent elec- 
tlon.s hu.s been iiplield by the Su­ 
preme Court 
Dlle-n i'ongrt .s.s « pet Ihes by law 
that aiqiointments to governmental 
agenele.s .shall b«* .so many from one 
political party and so many from 
another. If Congress had no con­ 
stitutional power to inquire ho'W a 
m an voted in previous elections, it 
would have no means of ascertain­ 
ing whether the appointees com­ 
plied with the laws governing bi­ 
partisan appointments on commis­ 
sions and boards. 
The theory * back of this constitu­ 
tional power is that both Houses of 
Congress must be provided with the 
information needed for legislation. 
If Congress wLshes to ban the Com­ 
m unist Party , it has a right to find 
out to what extent .such a party 
has made Inroads in American life. 
Congress could not bar from exist­ 
ence a political party as such but 
it could bar any polltcial party or 


organization which had any con­ 
nection with a foreign government. 
The argum ent of national secun’y 
alway s transcends in time of emer­ 
gency any considerations of normal 
political custom or practice. 
Thus, while conscientious objec- 
tors during wartime can assert re­ 
ligious or political objections to war. 
they cannot be free from federal 
orders or powrer.s during wartime 
The government may or may not 
compel them to serve In war, but 
they certainly could not enjoy free­ 
dom from wartime regulation as to 
their movements or activities. Con­ 
sideration for the objectors led to 
the granting of noncombatant duties 
but this w'Rs an administrative dus- 
rrctlon rather than a constitutional 
compulsion. 
It is as logical for such an in­ 
dividual to claim that the Constitu­ 
tion provide.4 against "involuntary 
.servitude" and that hence he cannot 
be compelled to join the armed 
forrt\« s Hgalmt his will as it w i*ir 
wltnes.s» *« now to contend that tSs«- 
n eed iKit aiLswer questlon.i a.'.k ed 
bv foiiKre.sNlonal committee.s bet au. e 
till: infringe.^ on their coam tutional 
prerogatives. 
.Not C’rime To Be Communist 
Even the fact that a man shall 
not be "compelled in any criminal 
case to be a witness against him ­ 
self," a.s provided in the Bill of 
Hlght.s, does not mean that 
a wit- 
ne.vi may refuse to answer any and 
all que.stlons put to him by a con- 
gre.s.slonal committee. It will have 
to be established first of all whether 
the testimony ask ed really could be 
iLsed against him in a criminal case. 
Actually it Is not a crime today t > 
be a CommunLit. and there u n > 
litw as y et on the statute 
which forlilds inrmisrr.shtp in Use 
Ct>mmuiu.sl Party , 'niere are 
tv of Coininunl.sts in America tod.» y . 
Henc« - for a witness to refu.se to .-av 
whether or not he is » ' member 
cf 
the Communist Party , on the ground 
that he would be testify ing again>; 
himself, is to invite proof in 
a con­ 
tem pt proceedings as to the extent 
to which such a claim Immunizes 
an Individual frcxn answering ar.y 
and all questions. 
Certainly there will be a court 
test of this in the not-far-d isunt 
future. If the claim were carried 
to extremes, a witness could use 
that excuse and refuse to give in­ 
form ation necessary f or Congress in 
its 
studies 
of 
legislative 
needs, 
through claiming vaguely that he 
would 
be 
Incriminating 
himself. 
The courts will doubtless define the 
lim itations of such 
a n alibi.

He calls attention to his 19 28 
program, which Roosevelt adopted 
in 19 32 in some of its immediate 
provision and which, in some re­ 
spects, both the Republican and 
Democratic 
parties 
accepted 
in 
19 48. Thomas 
himself points 
to 
these provisions: 
. . the principle of collective 
bargaining munt bt* recognized. 
(We must have) "an adequate 
national program for flfKid loiUrol, 
flood relief, reforestation, irrigation 
and reclamation. 
(We must have) "a sy stem of 
health and accident insurance and 
old age pensions as well as unem ­ 
ploy ment iiLsurance. 
(We favor) ".shortening the work 
day . . . .securing to every work er a 
rest period of no less than two day s 
in each week . 
". . . the farm er is entitled to 
special consideration because of the 
importance of agriculture. . .because 
the farm er is unable to control the 
prices of what he buy s and what 
he sells.” 
Too much can be made of this. 
The American way is progressive 
and has been for 300 y ears. Amer­ 
ican capitalism is premised on the 
theory that large quantities of pur­ 
chasing power .should increasingly 
be made available to all elements in 
the population so that they can 
purchase a constantly increasing 
quantity 
of 
the 
productivity 
of 
farm, 
mine, 
and 
factory . 
.Also, 
American capitalism has supported 
the reduction of work ing hours, in­ 
troducing iabor-.saving machinery , 
with the object of increasing leisure 
and the use of goods and services 
designed for leisure. . 


The Eight Hour Day did not 
come into existence as either a 
Socialist or a New Deal reform 
nor did the high w.age scale or 
the high stay ndard of li%ing grow 
out of the party platforms of 
any k ind. 


Nevertheless, is it true of Nonnan 
Thomas that he has generally been 
ahottd of his times; that his services 
to his country have been unselfish 
and patriotic. .At 63, he can point 
to a record of devotion which m ust 
be the envy of every .American with 
a conscience. 
His record during the war was 
extradorinarily sound. He opposed 
not only NazLsm but Communism. 
He say s: 
• 
"We bitterly op p os e d the 
slogan 'unconditional surrender’ 
as purely negative. W’e attack ed 
the Morgenthau Flan, the divi­ 
sion of tierm any into zones, and 
the failure of Mr. Roosevelt 
even to try for peace on a 
basis look ing toward political 
and economic co - operation— 


exemplified, for instance. In a 
United Slates of Europe. Oiir 
insistence in 
19 44 and alter 
was on 
the impossibility of 
peace by indiscriminate ven­ 
geance against Germany and 
appeasement of Stalin.” 


Today when many of those who 
toadied to the Kremlin and the 
American 
Communists 
and 
mho 
brought upon 
m the shame of 
Yalta, point to an occasional and 
rare reflection on the abuses of the 
Communists, 
and 
Justify 
t he i r 
stupidities on the ground that be­ 
cause they were fighting Hitler they 
could not see Stalin, Norman Tho­ 
mas can point to a daring and 
courageous pursuit of peace—a last­ 
ing peace—during the entire course 
of the W'ar. 
Now. he Ls opposing Henry W'al- 
laoe and hi.*? party . He say s: 


“But in the manipulation of 
the 
movement, 
C'ommunista 
have gained too moch power. 
Hitter experience from World 
War 
1 
down 
through 
I9 3€ 
taught us Socialists the impos­ 
sibility of any cooperation in 
good faith with a party con­ 
trolled 
rigidly 
from 
Moscow, 
and which glorifies bad faith a<t 
part of its religion.” 


Thomas may be smiled at as a 
perennial candidate, but he has the 
courage to serve without hope of 
succe.sB, to labor without profit, to 
be American in its most idealistic 
terms.

Howard County's Trial 
With Tho Voting Machine 


It Is not surprising to find the Maryland Legis­ 
lative Council endorsing the use of voting machines 
and proposing th a t • legislation be Introduced at the 
next session of the General Assembly to make them 
mandatory throughout the state. 
The proposal comes almost two years after the 
Allegany county delegation to the General Assembly 
passed two measures—one authorizing the purchase of 
voting machines by the County Commissioners, and 
an enabling act providing for the financing of them 
over a period of 20 years, lf necessary. Had the 
provisions of th at legislation been carried out Alle­ 
gany countians would vote by machines in the coming 
election. But th a t right has been denied them by a 
move. Inspired by Commissioner Wilkinson, which 
blocked the economic and progressive step through the 
securing of sufficient names—2.327—to a petition to 
require the Issue being submitted to the voters by 
referendum cm the ballot to be voted this November. 
Almost on the eve of this, it Is Interesting to note 
th a t It was pointed out during the Legislative Coun­ 
cil’s meeting th at Howard county, which installed 
voting machines last spring, has discovered th at they 
have proved to be efficient and economic. T hat sup­ 
ports the experience of officials of every county where 
voting machines have replaced the paper ballot method 
of conducting elections. 
Yet, the one member of the Allegany county dele­ 
gation who voted against the legislation to provide 
machines for this county continues to oppose their 
installation. John T. Fey, who was recently named 
to the post of attorney to the board of county com­ 
missioners, replacing Lewis Wilson, resigned, and wfiio 
apparently reflects the thinking of Commissioner 
W ilkinson, says he chinks voting machines are “un­ 
necessary’* in a county the size of Allegany. He added 
th at he felt the expense of installing and m aintaining 
the machines outweighs any benefits they might bring 
about. 
i 
Mr. Fey takes this position in the face of the 
experiences of Howard county which indicate th at the 
voting machines have not only been successful and 
snore economical, but th at the county would save 
enough in five elections to cover the cost of the 
machines. T hat reflects the opinion shared by elec­ 
tion officials and leaders of both the Republican and 
Democratic parties, all of whom have advocated the 
introduction of voting machines in this county. 
BUU. Mr. Fey takes the view th a t machines 
are “unnecessary** in a county the size of Allegany 
when it is an acknowledged fact th at the larger the 
county the more im portant it is th a t machines be 
resorted to. Allegany county is about twice the size 
of Howard county in square miles—425.16 to 252.88— 
and the population of Allegany county is more than 
five times th at of Howard—86,973 to 17,175—according 
to the IMO census. 
How Mr. Fey, and in all probability, Mr. Wilkin­ 
son. will be able to reconcile their views with those 
facts is difficult to understand. 
But, whatever their 
views, it is considered a certainty th a t the voters of 
Allegany county are fully convinced of the valuable 
advantages voting machines hold and, taking Howard 
county’s experience and conclusions as a guide, wUl 
approve the installation of them in Allegany county, 
Mr. Fry’s and, perhaps Commissioner Wilkinson's, 
views to the contrary notwithstanding. It is dis­ 
heartening to find th a t they are so far out of step 
with the thinking of more progressive citizens and 
members of the L e g isla te Council of Maryland. 


President Truman 
Is Facing A Big Order 


Harry Trum an’s “five hundred campaign talks,* 
if equitably distributed across the map, will carry him 
nearly three times into the 188 districts which sent 
Democrats to the Eightieth Congress. 
In attacking 
the T aft-Hartley Act. he will be attacking (although 
he will not say sot most of those Democrats, who are 
on record as joining with the Republicans in voting 
for the act. 
He will also be rendering such accounting as he 
may to 50.000.000 income taxpayers, whose burdens 
a Republican Congress, again assisted by Democratic 
legislators, has materially lightened, and this in the 
face of his own incredible vetoes. 
Furthermore, the President is confronted by the 
rltuatlon inaugurated by Mr. Roosevelt a t Teheran 
and Yalta and confirmed by himself a t Potsdam, 
which W. C. Bullitt, Franklin D. Roosevelt’s ambassador 
to Russia, has appraised in magazine articles entitled 
“How We Won the War and Lost the Peace.** 
Outstanding in th at situation is the fact that, 
under Administration orders, the American armies 
attacked Germany through Normandy instead of the 
Balkans, marked time when victorious, let the slow- 
moving Russians occupy Berlin, and then failed to 
insist on a highway of their own between Berlin and 
the west. 
The email American garrison, cooped up now in 
the German capital and forced to resort to the air in 
order to provision itself and the German people, is a 
bitter object lesson on Roosevelt-plus-Truman dip­ 
lomacy. which must be present always in the minds 
of voters who listen to the President. 
Maybe IU a mercy that the campaigning Truman 
if not quite qualified to size up w hat he seems to be 
in for.

Pneumonia Due to Q Fever 


Q fever is one of our newer visita­ 
tion& and. although the disease was 
thought originally to exist only in 
Australia, it is now known to be 
■M prevalent through­ 
out the world. The 
malady made IU 
debut lh 1937 when 
. * 
a mild, influenza- 
like disorder broke 
w 
out among alaugh- 
\ 
A L 
tefhouae worker* 
in Q ueensland. 
Careful a t u d i e i 
showed that a new 
■* * type of rickettsial 
Dr. Van Delian m icroorganism 
was responsible. Apparently It was 
being transmitted to man through 
the bite of an Infected tick. 
• 
While the Australian physicians 
were doing their work, a group of 
American scientists isolated a previ­ 
ously undescribed rickettsia in Mon­ 
tana wood ticks. They did not know 
whether the germ was capable of 
producing disease in man but when 
they got together with their col­ 
leagues on the other side of the 
Pacific they found that the organ­ 
ism wa* the same as the Australian 
troublemaker. 
• — • — • 
The ailment was not heard of 
again until 1940, when an outbreak 
of 16 cases occurred among labora­ 
tory worker* in our National Insti­ 
tute of Health. The victim had been 
working with these organisms, be­ 
llying that some light might be 
shed an a perplexing type of pneu­ 
monia that was coming into promi­ 
nence at that time. This was logical 
Inasmuch as pneumonia was a 
prominent feature of Q fever but 
it was discovered ultimately that 
there was no relationship between 
the two and that a typical pneu­ 
monia. which was becoming more 
prevalent, was probably of virus 
origin. 
In IMS and 1845. Q fever broke 
out in the Mediterranean theater of 
war and it was soon learned that It 
was common in the civilian popula­ 
tion in areas of Greece, Italy, and 
Corsica but the cauae had never 
been recognized until our physicians 
came to those countries. Ute scene 
then shifted back to America where 
Q feyer had been noted only among 
laboratory workers and, In isolated 
instances. In the Rocky mountain 
states. It was thought otherwise 
to be non-existent when suddenly 
in March of 1946 there occurred 
in Amarillo, Texas, among meat 
packers and stockyard workers, an 
explosive outbreak of an Illness 
identified as Q fever. In August of 
the same year, a second epidemic 
took place in a Chicago packing 
plant and, during the spring and 
summer of 1947. more than IOO cases 
developed in the Loa Angeles arem. 


The 
resembles Influenza 
except that It Is accompanied by 
pneumonia. The victim is stricken 
suddenly with headache, fever, a 
sense of chilliness, and generalized 
muscular aching. A slight cough 
Is present but otherwise there are 
no other symptoms referable to the 
lungs. The majority do not sneeze 
nor are they bothered with sore 
throat or nasal obstruction. X-ray 
will disclose that pneumonia exists 
but the physician, when listening 
with a stethoscope. Is unable to hear 
any abnormalities in the chest for 
the Ant few days. As a rule, the 
temperature continues In excess of 
102 degrees F. for from 5 to 14 
days. After that, it begins to fall 
and in due time, headache, weak­ 
ness. and cough subside. 
Recovery' is usually complete and 
to date there have been only 3 fa­ 
talities among the several hundred 
cases 
reported 
throughout 
the 
world. The sulfonamides and won­ 
der drugs are ineffective. Para- 
aminobenzoic acid and chloromy­ 
cetin are beneficial in other ricket­ 
tsial infections but their value in Q 
fever has not been established. 


INHERITANC E OF DISEASE 
C. B. writes: Are cancer and 
tuberculosis hereditary? 
Reply 
Heredity plays a role in cancer 
but it is questionable in tubercu­ 
losis. A person may inherit a weak 
constitution; thus he may be more 
susceptible to the causative germ. 
On the other hand, tuberculosis oc­ 
curs in families because of its con­ 
tagious nature. It is passed on by 
infected parents to the children 
through personal contact. 
CLOSELY RELATED 
M. J. M. writes: Is acute calcifica­ 
tion the same as bursitis? 
Reply 
Not necessarily as calcification 
does not develop in everyone who 
has bursitis. On the other hand, 
the two condition: usually coexist 
in those who hav. had trouble in 
the shoulder for many years. The 
deposits of calcium represent part 
of the healing process

bladder dangerous?

No. provided it functions proper­ 
ly. This description refers to the 
shape of the organ which has been 
distorted by an adhesion.

Yes. but the procedure would not 
only be silly and risky but most 
impractical. Grafted skin is not like 
the original but it is a wonderful 
substitute lf the epidermis Is marred 
by scars and severe lesions.

K. S. writes: Are varicose ulcers 
contagious? 
No. because the majority are me­ 
chanical in origin, due to a slug­ 
gish flpw of blood thru a varicosed 
vein. In many instances these les­ 
ions begin after an injury, when in­ 
fection is super-imposed on the 
original condition.

Chaos Rather Than Arms Is 


Chief Weapon Of The Russians

About the outcome of Berlin, as 
a detached incident, no person in 
Washington, however thoroughly in­ 
formed. can have any judgment 
better Uian his personal guess.

the Russian heads in Moscow. About 
the whole broad policy and attitude 
of Russia, of which Berlin is tile 
presently critical example, there is 
a belief held by many which may 
be stated thus: 
Russia will prefer not to initiate 
war with us. not to pull the trigger. 
And Russia will prefer to stop short 
of inciting us to pull the trigger, in 
Berlin or elsewhere. The brand and 
permanent purpose of the Russian 
heads is to destroy throughout the 
world the system of free enterprise 
and privately-owned industry which 
it invidiously calls capitalism, to the 
end that this may be supplanted by 
Communism. To the Russian heads 
if attributed an expectation that 
this can be accomplished without 
making war. To keep us anxious 
about war. to oblige us to keep pre­ 
pared for war. can serve the Russian 
purpose as well as war itself. The 
immense expenditures we are thus 
obliged to make. together with other 
expenditures for help to European 
peoples, which we are obliged to 
keep up so long as peace is not as­ 
sured— these expenditures, the Rus­ 
sian heads hope, may with other 
conditions bring about violent in­ 
flation and economic paralysis. This 
would lead to chao*, and It is chaos, 
rather than war. that the Russian 
heads rely on and prefer. 


Cham Is Russian Weapon 
Chaos rather than arms is the 
chief 
Russian 
a n d 
Communist 
weapon. To continue the chaos that 
followed the war in Europe, and to 
create new chaos elsewhere. Is their 
technique. Our realization of this 
was long delayed For two years 
following the end of the war, we 
went on the assumption that Russia 
would cooperate with us toward 
bringing about the economic restor­ 
ation of Europe as a means toward 
peace and a unified world. Realiza­ 
tion that this was not so was mark­ 
ed by lite statement of Secretarv 
of State Marshall In lite spnni of 
1847. following failure of attempt 
at agreement and cooperation with 
Russia; “I was forced to the con­ 
clusion . . . that the Soviet gov em- 
mrnt eviller did not desire such a 


pact or was following a course cal­ 
culated to delay any immediate 
prospect of its adoption." 
The worldwide scope of the Rus­ 
sian drive for chao* was brought to 
attention this week by startling 
statements of British Foreign Secre­ 
tary Bevin and Anthony Eden in 
the House of Commons, about the 
Communist drive in Southeast, Asia, 
specifically Burma and Malaya. The 
fact is that the whole of Eastern 
Asia, excepting Japan and the Phil­ 
ippines, is under stress and turmoil 
caused by Communism. The British 
official statement made the point 
that the purpose of Communist 
chaos in Southeast Asia is not 
merely local: it is for the effect on 
the capitalist system everywhere in 
the world which can be accomplish­ 
ed by interruption of the export of 
raw materials which Southeast Asia 
produces. 


Red Drive Being Cheeked 


In one extremely important quar­ 
ter of the world. Western Europe, 
the Russian drive for economic 
chaos is being checked, by our aid. 
After we realized that the Russian 
purpose in Western Europe wa* ec­ 
onomic chaos, we set up the Mar­ 
shall plan, later known as the Euro­ 
pean Recovery Program, to enable 
the Western European count ties to 
achieve economic recovery. In the 
debates about this in Congress, it 
was agreed upon and emphasized 
that the economic recovery if it 
was lo be a dependable check to 
Communism, must be a recovery ol 
private industry’. To this end the 
directors of our ERP operations 
have brought it about that most of 
the recovery we have facilitated is 
in the form of transactions between 
privately-owned 
business 
institu­ 
tion* in the European countries and 
privately-owned American institu­ 
tions. We have discouraged put chas­ 
es of American goods by European 
governments aa governments and on 
the other hand have encouraged 
purchases by private business in 
Europe from private busine* in 
America. Our ERP expenditures in 
Europe are more and more being 
used for the fostering of privately- 
owned Industry. 
To tile extent that UUa is success­ 
ful, and that the peoples of Western 
Europe become economically Healthy 
under It, the Russian drive toward 
economic chaos aa n means of 
bringing Communism, la frustrated.*

WASHINGTON. Sept. 17-Some 
rather farfetched interpretations of 
constitutional rights are being ex­ 
pressed by witnesses before the 
House Committee on ^in-American 
Activities and some individuals will 
in the end undoubtedly be given 
citations for contempt and Jail sen­ 
tences. 
It is amazing to find so many 
well-educated Americans declaring 
their opinion that it la a violation 
of the Constitution when a com­ 
mittee of Congress asks what a 
man’s political beliefs happen to be. 
Congress has been upheld again 
and again by the Supreme Court of 
the United States in its powers of 
inquiry, so it is accurate to say 
that committee powers of inquiry 
are as much a part of constitutional 
law as any other powers construed 
heretofore by the courts. 
Necessary That Congress Knows 
If Congress could not find out Ute 
political beliefs of Individuals, it 
could not provide for the enforce­ 
ment of a dozen laws that are on 
the statute book*. Congress, by law. 
not only can ask about political 
affiliations In a committee hearing, 
but it can require individual* to 
state what expenditures they have 
made for any political cause. Many 
citizens do not know that the law 
of the land requires the filing by 
an individual with the clerk of the 
House of Representatives of a state­ 
ment of any expenditures over 850 
made by him In behalf of any can­ 
didates for federal office. It may 
be a bothersome law but it ta con­ 
stitutional. because the right of 
Congress to make rules and regu­ 
lations to prevent fraudulent elec­ 
tion* has been upheld by the Su­ 
preme Court. 
Often Congress specifies by law 
that appointment* to governmental 
agencies shall be so many from one 
political party and so many from 
another. If Congress had no con­ 
stitutional power to inquire bow a 
man voted in previous elections, it 
would have no means of ascertain­ 
ing whether the appointees com­ 
plied with the laws governing bi­ 
partisan appointments on commis­ 
sions and boards. 
The theory back of this constitu­ 
tional power is that both Houses of 
Congress must be provided with the 
information needed for legislation. 
If Congress wishes to ban the Com­ 
munist Party. It has a right to find 
out to what extent such a party 
has made inroads in American life. 
Congress could not bar. from exist­ 
ence a political party aa such but 
it could bar any politciaJ party or 


organization which had any con­ 
nection with a foreign government. 
The argument of national security 
always transcend* in time of emer­ 
gency any considerations of normal 
political custom or practice. 
Thus, while conscientious objec­ 
tors during wartime can asset re­ 
ligious or political objections to war. 
they cannot be free from federal 
orders or powers during wartime 
The government may or may not 
compel them to serve in war. but 
they certainly could not enjoy free­ 
dom from wartime regulation as to 
their movement* or activities. Con­ 
sideration for the objectors led to 
the granting of noncombatant duties 
but this was an administrative dis­ 
cretion rather than a constitutional 
compulsion. 
It is as logical for such an in­ 
dividual to claim that the Constitu­ 
tion provides against “involuntary 
servitude" and that hence he cannot 
be compelled to Join the armed 
forces against his will as it is for 
witnesses now to contend that they 
need not answer questions asked 
by congressional committees bersusa 
this infringes on their constitutional 
prerogatives. 
Net Crime To Be CimmunlH 
Even the fact that a man shall 
not be “compelled In any criminal 
case to be a witness against him­ 
self.” as provided in the BUI of 
Rights, does not mean that a wit­ 
ness may refuse to answer any and 
all questions put to him by a con­ 
gressional committee. It will have 
to be established first of all whether 
the testimony asked really could be 
used against hisn in a criminal case. 
Actually it is not a crime today to 
be a Communist, and there la no 
law aa yet on the statute book* 
which forbid* membership in the 
Communist Party. There are plen­ 
ty of Communists in America today. 
Hence for a witness to refuse to say 
whether or not he is ar member of 
the Communist Party, on the ground 
that he would bt testifying against 
himself, is to Invtts proof ta a con­ 
tempt proceedings as to the extent 
to which such a claim immunizes 
an individual from answering sny 
and all questions. 
Certainly there will be a court 
test of this m the not-far-distant 
future. If the claim were earned 
to extremes, a witness could use 
that excuse and refute to give in­ 
formation necessary for Congress rn 
IU studies of iogkdame needs, 
through claiming vaguely that he 
would be incriminating himself.

Norman Thomas Is a socialist. He 
believe* in the socialization of, the 
means of production and distribu­ 
tion. He calls attention to his 1928 
program, which Roosevelt adopted 
in 1932 in some of IU immediate 
provision and which, in some re­ 
spects. both the Republican and 
Democratic 
parties 
accepted 
in 
1948. Thomas himself points to 
these provisions: 
*\ . . the principle of collective 
bargaining must be recognized. 
(We must have) "an adequate 
national program for flood control, 
flood relief, reforesution, irrigation 
and reclamation. 
< We must have) “a system of 
health and accident insurance and 
old age pensions as well as unem­ 
ployment insurance. 
• We favor) “shortening the work 
day . . . securing to every worker a 
rest period of no less than two days 
in each week. 
**. . . the farmer is entitled to 
special consideration because of the 
importance of agriculture. . .because 
the fanner is unable to control the 
prices of what he buys and what 
he sells.” 
Too much can be made of this. 
The American way Is progressive 
and has been for 300 years. Amer­ 
ican capitalism is premised on the 
theory* that large quantities of pur­ 
chasing power should Increasingly 
be made available to all elements in 
the population so that they can 
purchase a constantly increasing 
quantity of the productivity of 
farm, 
mine, and 
factory. 
Also, 
American capitalism has supported 
the reduction of working houri, in­ 
troducing labor-saving machinery*, 
with the object of increasing leisure 
and the use of goods and services 
designed for leisure. .

We attacked 
Ute Mergenthau Flan, the divi­ 
sion af Germany into sones, and 
the failure af Mr. Raaacvctt

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Today when many of thoaa nim 
toadied to the Kr futon and tho 
American Coanmuttsta sad who 
brought upon os the shame of 
Yalta, point to an occasional and 
rare reflection on the abases of the 
Communists, and justify t h e i r 
stupidities on the ground that be­ 
cause they were fighting Hitler they 
could not see Stalin. Norman Tho­ 
mas can point to a daring and 
courageous pursuit of peace—a last­ 
ing peace—during the entire course 
of the war. 
Now. he is opposing Henry Wal­ 
lace and his party. He says:

T he report states there have been 
cou nty dispensaries set u p by law 
and operating for some tim e in sev­ 
en cou nties, nsu nely, H arford, K ent, 
M ontgomery, Qu een A nne’s, Wico- 
Dilco, Som erset and Worce.ster. The 
board has obtained copies of the 
au dita of these cou nties and reports 
the following n et profits for each 
du ring 1047.

Several changes in state alcoholic 
beverage law’s applicable to Alle­ 
gany Cou nty were su ggested in a 
report to the Board 
of 
Allegany 
Cou nty Commissioners yesterday by 
the Allegany Cou nty Liqu or Control 
Board. 
The Liqu or Board wou ld have the 
law changed so tha t the application 
for a license be signed by a t least 
10 voters or property holders and 
tha t the words “repu table citizens” 
be omitt-ed from the act as it is 
impossible for the board to know’ if 
all persons who sign an application 
are repu table citizens. 
In regard to corporations engaged 
in the liqu or bu siness, the board felt 
tha t “the m ost im portant change in 
the law pertains to Issu ing a liqu or 
license to 
corporations,” 
as 
pro­ 
vided in the present law. 
The change su ggested wou ld not 
perm it issu ance of licenses to a 
partnership 
as 
su ch, 
nor 
to 
a 
corporation, bu t only to individu als 
who W’ou ld assu m e all responsibility 
as individu als, and be su bject to ail 
the penalties, conditions and re ­ 
strictions 
Imposed 
u pon licensees 
u nder the provisions of the present 
law’. 
Cite Irregu larities 
“As it now stands, any corpora­ 
tion, inclu ding bu siness corporations, 
are eligible to obtain a license. I t is 
perfectly obviou s tha t those hold­ 
ing shares of stock in su ch cor­ 
porations have the u ndispu ted rig ht 
to sell the sam e to any person. This 
being so, any one or m ore individu ­ 
als cou ld acqu ire the m ajority con­ 
trolling interest of the capital stock 
of all corporations having liqu or 
licenses in Allegany cou nty and 
thu s they wou ld really control the 
corporation 
and 
license. T his 
is 
obviou sly wrong and shou ld be cor­ 
rected.” 
In regard to clu bs and benevolent 
societies and other sim ilar organ- 
izaticttis w’hlch are incorporated and 
wish to stay incorporated, the re­ 
port said tha t inasm u ch as 
the 
clu bs and societies “do n o t have 
stock and are not ordinary bu si­ 
ness corporations bu t consist only 
of their m em bers,” the law shou ld 
rem ain as it is to allow su ch clu bs 
to obtain a license for the u se of 
the corporation. 
“Inasm u ch, however, as Uiere are 
now .several corporations in Allegany 
cou nty which have been aw arded 
liqu or licenses u nder the present 
law. It m ight be wise to confine the 
am endm ent pertaining to conm ra- 
tions to fu tu re applicants for liqu or 
licenses.” 
Under the provision of the pre- 
•seiit law any corporation nm st be 
convicted of violatioiLs on two or 
m ore occasions in order tha t the 
license be revokeit or su spended.

A report of the study, made under 
a Senate Joint Resolution of the 
IM? session of the Maryland l<ec- 
I?.alure. aas submitted yesterday to 
the Board of Allegany County Com­ 
missioners. 
The report was filed without com­ 
ment by the commissioners, al­ 
though the Liquor Board asked them 
to -go on record noir as being in 
opposition to the passage of any 
wholesale Liquor Dispensary Act for 
Allegany County at the next ses­ 
sion of the Mainland Legislature.** 
The report states there have been 
county dispensaries set up by law 
and operating for some time in sev­ 
er. counties, namely. Harford, Kent. 
Montgomery. Queen Anne's. Wtoo- 
* leo. Somerset and Worcester. The 
hoard has obtained copies of the 
audita of these counties and reports 
the following net profits for each 
during IMT.
